Last year, Gardner taught at the local grade 
school as the District Elementary Art Director. 
“It was so fun,” she said, remembering teach- 
ing the youngsters who eventually dubbed her 
the ‘Art Lady.’ “It was enjoyable. I loved every 
minute of it.” 

Gardner also taught sculpture at Wasatch 
High School last year and has taught private art 
lessons since 1985.

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She uses a wide variety of mediums, includ- 
ing oil, pastel, watercolor, pen and ink, pencil, 
gouache, and clay, but she said she doesn’t 
have a favorite. She does prefer to do portraits, 
however, especially of children. 

It is her love for children that often drives 
her creativity and artistic talents. Gardner was 
recently contracted to do the art for a new chil- 
dren’s book about a girl and the adoption of a 
cat. Although she has never done illustrations 
on this level before, she has been enjoying her- 
self. 

“I love working with people,” she said, “the 
ideas, the creativity. When they ask me to do 
something, it opens doors to new worlds.” 

While working on the book, Gardner con- 
tinues to teach at home. She teaches art, piano 
and vocals to all age groups. On top of that, if 
all goes well, she will be doing watercolor and 
sculpture workshops starting in the near future. 

Gardner has done small works as well as 
large, has taken her time afd has been asked to 
rush. But no matter how she does it, she 
appears to be loving making art. 

Her artwork has beeti displayed at the 
Springville Art Museum, the local Barn Again 
Exhibit, and the annual Fair Days Mural, 
which she has taken home 'top honors three dif- 
ferent times. She was also named the Utah 
Homemaker of the Year in 1988.
